The city well has now been sunk 


to a depth of a little more than 3«ft 
teet and the drilling is still progress- 
ing lt| a satisfactory manner. 


At tlie present time there is Is- 


suing from the well a steady flow ot 
water which is claimed to have only 
a slight trace of sulphur and no salt. 
Samples of the water have been sent 
to the state board of health for an 
analysis, as have samples of the two 
flows previously encountered at lesa 
depths. 


There is now a movement to have: 


the well cased with eight-inch pipe 
to the present 
depth and continue 


the drilling with a six-Inch pipe still 
further In the hope of finding a .till 
better quality ot water. 
In case a 


supply of better water Is encounter- 
ed the .Ix-lnch pipe could be pulle« 
out and the eight-Inch drilling com- 
pleted to the next flow. 
In ca*« 


no better water Ik found the str- 
inch pipe could be plugged and the 
water now Issuing 
from 
the well 


could be used tor the city supply.

much about the roads of our state 
and being very much interested in 
good roads, I am taking the liberty of 
giving you my impression of the roads

roads good as we spun south through 
Port Orange and New Smyrna down 
to Oak Hii, and on south to the turn 
of the road and the -worst we found 
on our way was the stretch from that 
point to the south line of Volusia 
county 


From the north line of

county the roads began to improv= 
and we arrived in TltuivlUe in tim° 
for some of the party (names not men 
tioned) to get breakfast

ting better all the time, with the ex 
ceptlon of one detour, where thev 
were working on them 
After pass

together. The division of information, 
of which. T. V Powderly is the head, 
has a card index system by which all 
who are in search of employment on 
farms may have their names regis- 
tered, with their references and a 
complete description of their qualifi- 
cations. A bulletin will be published 
each week, giving lists of men who 
want to go to work on farms 


These lists will show whether the 


applicant speaks English, what his 
experience has been, whether he 
wants board or is prepared to board 
himself, how much wages he asks and 
if he expects to have his transporta- 
tion paid The same bulletin will also 
contain lists of opportunities tor hired

is desired, whether married or single,

Editor Gazette News: Having read 


much about the roads of our state, 
and being very much interested m 
good roads, I am taking the liberty ot 
giving you my impression of the roads 
on the East Coast 
Having been a 


resident of this state foe 38 years, I 
have seen the roads improve, 
from 


year to year, from sand roads to shell 
and marl, from shell and marl to oil 
surfaced and brick roads, until today 
there are thousands of miles ot fine 
roads, one of the most southern coun 
ties of the state having nearly one 
thousand miles of the best roads m 
the state 


On Thursday, the 26th day_of An 


gust a party of five having been ar 
ranged in a few minutes' tune, left 
Daytona at 5 35 a m 
"Red Bill 


Goldenberg, of the 
Daytona Beach 


garage. Max Leidersdorf, the versa 
tile real estate man, C H Smith, reo 
resnting the Savannah Plumbing Sup- 
ply company C K Barnhart, the con 
tractor, and the writer, composed the 
party who set out with nothing but 
a quart thermos bottle of ice water 
and a clear conscience, in a good, stur 
dy old "Selden " A motor never sang 
a sweeter tune than did ours 
The 


morning was clear and fine and the 
roads good as we spun south through 
Port Orange and New Smyrna down 
to Oak Hii, and on south to the turn 
of the road, and the worst we found 
on our way was the stretch from that 
point to the south line of Volusla 
county 


From the north line of 
Brevaid 


county the roads began to improv = 
and we arrived in TlUmille In tim° 
for some of the party (names not men 
tioned) to get breakfast 


After a stop o£ one hour we were 


again under way, down the shores of 
the beautiful Indian river, roads get 
ting better all the time, with the ex 
ceptlon of one detour, where thev 
were working on them 
After pass 


ing that detour we flew on South, 
through City Point, past oranga groves 
with the road rising to the high banks 
of the river, on to Cocoa, whert we 
made our first stop for gasoline In a 
few minutes we were under way again 
flying on through Rockledge and Co 
coa, with roads still good, on through 
Sau Gallle, across the Eau Gallie riv- 
er, toward Melbourne 


Here we made another detour of a 


quarter of a mile, where they are fln 
ishlng the road 
We came out on the 


river shore at Melbourne Heights 
Here we had an unbroken view of the 
Indian river, at one of its most beau 
tiful points, north and south as far 
as the eye could reach 


Now and then the car was full of 


song and laughter, jokes and remln 
iscences, and the motor seemed to 
gather the spirits of the party as on 
south it purred, through Melbourne, 
Tillman, Malabar, Grant and Micco, to 
the Sebastian river Here a large 
sign hangs across the road reading1 
' St Lucie county, 150 miles rock sur- 
faced roads," and we flew on to Be 
bastian where we stopped for lunch at 
the Mills hotel

were late, and they had served 25 ei 
tra. the 'Red Snapper" which was 
their extra that day was exhausted, 
we had an excellent lunch, filled the 
radiator with water, and were again 
slipping the miles behind us through 
Quay, Gilford, Vero and Oslo 


Just beyond this town we heard a 


sharp report, and the right rear wheel 
bumped along the ground as we came 
to a stop 
We changed tires and In 


20 minutes were again under war, 
but destined to another change, as, 
when we had covered six or seven 
miles, the sama tires began to drag 
again, and we found the tube had 
blown, this was changed and 
we 


rolled in to Port Pierce Here we got 
a tire on that offending rear wheel 
and once more steered south along 
the high baiks ot the river among the 
Palmetto and oak trees, with some- 
times a cocoanut palm, on the finest 
roadi it hai been my lot to find in the 
state, of an equal distance. 


We encountered an odor here, not 


like rotes, from the rotting seaweed 
and turtle grass along the shore, which 
was far from pleasant On the other 
hand stretched field* of pineapple*, 
over high rolling hills, among orange 
groves and an ever changing tropical 
foliage 


Reaching the 9t Lncle river at 4:48 


we took the terry landing at Stuart 
In • few minute* we wore under w*y 
again, on roads not quite so good, Mt 
still not bad, and we feel that then Is 
some excuse for this, as they recently 
hda some bad washouts, owing to toe 
breaks*) of the locks la the drainage 
canals, tMMd by the heavy rains, sj§| 


the accumulation ot water In the Ev- 
erglade country 


We arrived at West Paint Beach at 


7:07 p m., having made the two hun- 
dred miles, Including stops,- in 13 
hours and 32 minutes 


We stopped at the Lake Park hotel 


where we were well taken care of, 
and after looking the country over to 
our satisfaction, we started on tbe re 
turn, minus the genial "Smitty," (who 
pushed on south to Key West), mak 
Ing the trip in about the same time 


We take off our hats to St Lucie 


county for good roads, as when you 
cross the Sebastian river, town limits 
and the ability of your car are the 
only factors to prevent 60 miles an 
hour, but yon must watch for 
the 


'safety first" signs at the short turns 
There is absolutely not a break 
In 


the road from one end of the county 
to tbe other 


We also "take off our hats" to 


Brevard county for its bridges over 
the small rune and creeks 
They are 


constructed of concrete and there is 
no bump or jar when you cross them 
We believe in the near future the un 
finished portions of this road will be" 
completed, and there will be an un- 
broken good road from the south line 
of Volusia county to Miami, where 
they have ceased to build roads and 
are putting in boulevards

Bureau of Employment Established by 


Labor Department Ir, Wash- 


ington. 


Washington—The United States de- 


partment of labor has adopted a new 
method of helping employers and 
those who desire employment to come 
together. The division of Information, 
of which. T. V Powderly is the head, 
has a card index system by which all 
who are in search of employment on 
'arms may have their names regis- 
tered, with their references and a 
complete description of their qualifi- 
cations. A bulletin will be published 
each week, giving lists of men who 
want to go to work on farms 


These lists will show whether the 


applicant speaks English, what his 
experience has been, whether he 
wants board or is prepared to board 
liiftself, how much wages he asks and 
if he expects to have his transports- 
:ion paid Tbe same bulletin will also 
contain lists of opportunities tor hired 
help 
In these lists will appear full 


nformatlon as to what sort of a man 
8 desired, whether married or single, 
whether he is to have a house, garden, 
fuel, and milk, what wages will be 
paid, and whether children are wel- 
come or not . 


In the lists, which were begun this 


welk, a number of fanners specified 
that they desired to employ Belgian 
immigrants, but others indicated that 
:hey would be glad to get Norwegian, 
German, French or Flemish f*/m la- 
borers Most of the places offered are 
for positions by the year with house, 
garden, fuel and milk furnished.
